• Identified a list of priority projects needed to improve visitor safety, protect resources, and enhance visitor 
experiences. 

• Initiated development informational materials intended to improve visitor safety, protect resources, and 
enhance visitor experiences, including signs, maps, a brochure, frequently asked questions, and other web 
materials. 

• Coordinated with the Forest Service on day to day activities and initiated discussions regarding short and 
long tenn management needs, including staffing needs, funding, and a potential service first agreement. 

• Met with representatives of State, County, and Tribal governments. 

• Appointed a project manager to assist local management of day to day activities. 

• Documented Monument boundaries and prepared GIS information for public use. 

• Initiated discussions of resources, objects, and and values identified in the proclamation.

• Responded to daily public and media inquiries. 

• Issued a press release outlining next steps. 

• Prepared a Monument Advisory Committee Charter
